If they alone could be the 
sufferers, nobody wyuld kick, but their 
culpable neglect is the means of bring- 
ing death and disease, into households 
where a proper regard for cleanliness is 
always observed.

Deity, is not limited to a few writer 
slaimed by Jews, Christians or Mahnm 
medans, but is universal and belongs to 
he race, and is simply nature's .mode 
of uplifting the human race. ' lospira 
ion is tke breathing or infusing of th< 
pirit of justice, purity and love into 
>he mind or soul of man, and is there 
ore the light of our being and the grea 
lackgroond of all human faculties; anc 
s nature has left no age or man desti 
nte of reason, so also she has left none 
estitnte of inspiration. 
But while we regard inspiration as a 


>ivine impulse, we must not forget that 
tie hvman mind, with all its imperfec- 
ions and animalism, is a factor giving 
ype and character to all results. 
Now 


ieu, as men differ widely in natnra 
ndowment, and more widely in the 
nlture and use of all the faculties, 
must inspiration be »f all degrees, from 
je lowest sinner to the highest saint.
